_ DENVER, May 27.—The latest from Ojocal- 
ients, Gen. Hatch’s present headquarters, 
is to the effect that at daylight on the morn- 
ing ofthe 24th part of his command, con- 
sisting of Indian scouts and soldiers of the

Objections to Vaccination.

The physicians of the vaccination corps 
ofthe Board of Health reported yesterday 
that in their rounds they domad several 
mothers who were afraid to have their chil!- 
dren vaccinated, on account of the three 
deaths of children following vaccination with 
bovine matter supplied by the Board of 
Health. The mothers said they were afraid 
toriskthe operation, but were in most cases 
persuaded to comply. Dr. Nagel said yester- 
day that he had vaccinated seven hundred 

ersons, and found no case of fatal results. 

r. Purcell, who has cbarge of the vaccinat- 
ing corps, said that the three recent deaths 
were the only ones reported, since the organ- 
ization of the bureau, from vaccination. He 
did not think the three cases, although they 


occurred #0 #£«®near' together, could 
be attributed to impure matter, 
and said: “If the virus was 


impure we should have not three cases, but 
three hundred. We get fresh virus three or 
four times a week, and each calf furnishes 
about 2,00 points. We have observed a visi- 
bie decrease in the number of cases of ery- 
sipelas since we began to furnish the bovine 
virus four years ago. The monthof May isa 
favorite month with the Germans for vacci- 
cination, but og Beane object to permit- 
ting the virus te be taken from a child’s arm,

We wish to enlighten 
the public regarding all the facts, while they 
are anxious to keep them in ignorance. The 
Anti- Vaccination League will hold a meeting 
at Clarendon Hall on Monday, June j, to 
which the public are invited free. I intend to 
show at that time the absurdity and dangers 
of vaccination, and those whofadvocate it are 
invited to refute our arguments if they can.”’

The camp appeared to deeply appreciate the 
clerical visitand the ordinance of their an- 
cient church, and expressed their gratitude 
forthe same. In 1427-30 the gypsies came 
into England from France. Henry VIII., in 
1530, issued a proclamation ogainst the gyp- 
sies, which was renewed by Elizabeth. Thir- 
teen were caughtand hanged at the Suffolk 
Assizes for not “voiding the realm’ within 
thirty days, according to order. The Scottish 
kings somewhat protected them. Mary, Queen 
of Scots, (1553) and James VI. (1594) aided 
John Faw, the Gypsy King, to keep -his 
subjects in order. The origin of 
this singular people is not 
known. Some locate their origin in Media, in 
the time of Herodotus, others in India, 
others in Egypt and the Caucasus. In an or- 
ganized form they first appeared in Germany, 
in 1417. In 1422 they numbered in Italy 14,- 
0UU. In 1427 they came into Frauce from 
Bohemia, claiming to be Christians from 
Lower Egypt, expelled by the Saracens. They 
claimed that Pope Mariin V. had ordered 
them, as a penance for sins committed on 
their journey, to traverse the world for seven 
years without sleeping in beds. They had 
among them a duke, a count, and ten lords. 

Maria Theresa orderedthe gypsies of her 
dominions to be gathered into settled habita- 
tions, to practice some trade, and to educate 
their children. The gypsies of ‘Transylvania. 
Wallacbia, Moldavia, and Hungary, number- 
ing 200,000, have approached a settled life. 
Spain bas 40,000 of them, many following a 
fixed occupation. England has 12,000. Europe 
has 800,000.

Purist Comstock’s Last Exploit. 
[From the New York Tribune, 25.1 

W. W. Sabin, aclerk inthe employ of J} 
Sabin’s Sons, the booksellers, at No. 64 Nas- 
sau street, was arrested yesterday about noon 
by Antbony Comstock, on the charge of sell- 
ing obscene literature and pictures. He was 
taken before Justice Duffy at the Tombs at 3 
p. m., Waived examination and gave bail to 
the amount of $2,000. Mr. Comstock gave 
the particulars of .Sabin’s arrest to a Tribune 
reporter, as follows: 

‘‘Complaints have been made to me,’’ he 
said, “several times in the last year that ob- 
scene literature and pictures were sold at the, 
store in which Sabin was employed. I knew 
nothing definite about the matter, however, 
until recently. On March 18, Joseph A. Brit- 
ton, as agent in my employ, went into the 
store and bought of Sabin a book and two 
small pictures, which were of the most inde- 
cent character. When he bought them, Sabin 
made him face the street, so that he could 
not see in what part of the store they were 
kept. When he gave them to Britton he said, 
‘Now, I will give these books to you, and you 
give me $5.’ When Britton went to the 
store the second time, Sabin was less cau- 
tious, and Britton saw him take the books and 
pictures out of adesk in the back part of the 
room. Britton went to the store three times 
inall. When I went therethis morning, and 
asked Sabin for the key of the desk in which 
these books and pictures were kept. he said 
that he did not have it. He produced it final- 
ly, however, and I found in the desk 390 pic- 
tures and twenty-five books, all of the most 
obscene character. The pictures were mostly 
wood-cuts, though there were some photo- 
graphs. Mostofthe books were imported. 
They were all of the most obscene kind. No 
excuse can be made on the ground that “ae 
were classics or books devoted to medicine. 
have no hesitation in saying thatin five years 
I have not seized matter of such a gross and 
obscene nature as this.” 

Sabin is a young man apparently about 
twenty-three years of age, and is a brother of 
the proprietor of the store in which he is em- 
ployed. Phelps, Spooner & Spooner are his 
attorneys. Sabin was arrested on three dif- 
ferent charges. The smallest punshment 
fixed by the law for each one ofthese is a tine 
of +100 and three months’ imprisonment; the 
greatest is a fine of $5,000 and imprisonment 
fortwo vears.

History of a Remarkable and Interest- 
ing Damage Suit. 


There is an interesting history connected 
with the Chambers libel suit against Swope 
and Holjand, wherein a jury yesterday gave 
a verdict of $20,000 in favor of Mr. Chambers. 
In the first place, the verdiet is the heaviest 
one that has ever been rendered in such a case 
in the civil courts of this city, with possibly 


one exception. The amount asked for was 
$50,000, and itissaid that all the jJurymen 
but one were in favor of giving a verdict for 
$40,400. The single dissenting juryman 
thought $10,000 sufficient, and $20,000 was 
finally agreed upon. It appeared from the 
testimony that Mr. James H. Chambers, the 
viaintiff, had for niueteen or twenty 
years prosecuted a_ flourtshing business 
as a publisher and -bookseller in _ this 
city, While the defendant Joseph B. Holiand 
had built up a similar business at Galesburg, 
Ill, EKach of them had contracted witao D. 
Appleton & Co., the well-known publishers 
ot New York, concerning the canvassing for 
the 
NEW AMERICAN CYCLOPEDIA, 

their contracts respectively covering certain 


portions of the Western States. 
Each had numerous agents who 
solicited orders for this work. Tuaese 


agents in the fail of 1878 collidea by seeking 
subscriptions in portions of territory which 
were ciaimed respectively by Chambers and 
Holland to be covered by their contracts with 
D. Appletop & Co. The result of this compe- 


tition was a lively rivalry between 
the . Galesburg and St. Louis agen- 
cies. The defendant Swope was a 


canvasser who, for several years, had been in 
the employment of Mr. Chambers. About 
October 1, 1878, Holland offered Swope in- 
ducements to work for him instead of Cham- 
bers, and thereupon Swope endeavored to 
transfer to Holland a list of orders which 
Chambers claimed had been taken for him. 
Holland 
PREPARED A FORM OF CIRCULAR 

to the subscribers tending to induce them to 
receive the books and pay for them through 
his sgency. Hesentthis by mail to Swope, 
accompanying it withaletter telling Swupe 
if it was not just right to vary it according to 
circumstances. This mandate Swope execut- 
ed with a vengeance, and the circular he pre- 
pared and printed was intended to drive 
Chambers and his agents from the territory in 
dispute, and thus crush him out 
of the business. This circular he submitted 
to Holland in December, 1878, and in 
acknowledging the receipt of it Holland 
wrote Swope that he was “still unable to 
think of it with a sober face.” The circalar 
contained the libel complained of in the suit 
just ended,and as a specimen of personal vitu- 

eration it ranks as a masterpiece. It would 
ye difficult to imagine anything more vindic- 
tive. The diflicuity on the part of the plain- 
tiff was to connect Holland with the 
publication ofthe circular. Swope was with- 
out property and Holland very carefully uscd 
the Swope paw in raking in the chestnuts from 
the tire, but between the two the circular 
was 

INDUSTRIOUSLY CIRCULATED 

in the territory in dispute and to book pub- 
lishers throughout the country. The mai's 
teemed with them and the plaintiff received 
one in that manner dressedin mourning.There 
was evidence tending to show that the pub- 
lishing house of D. Appleton & Co. was in 
sympathy with Holland in his method of 
clushing out and getting rid of his vigurous 
rival. Infact, asuitis now pending ayaiast 
>. Appleton & Co. in New York charging 
them with the guilt of circulating ayainst 
Mr. Chambers this same libel. In presenting 


his cage to the jury the other day, 
Col. Slayback, counsel for the 
plaintiff, offered in testimony’ certain 


letters from Holland to Swope which Swope 
had turned over to Chambers ina fit of peni- 
tence in order to make reparation as far as he 
could forthe damage he had inflicted upon 
his old employer, andthe theory of the de- 
fense,which had been boldly announced,to the 
etfect that it was all Swope’s work, fell to the 
ground upon the production of this 
spicy correspondence, its authenticity haviay 
been established without a doubt bya witness 
acquainted with Holland’s signature. They 
were well written,as might have been expect- 
ed from a graduate of Dartmouth College and 
of the New York College of Surgeons, as 
shown in evidence. The result of course is a 
COMPLETE VINDICATION 
of Mr. Chambers. Holland 1s said to be worth 
$200,000, and a verdict against him for $20,000 
is therefore ofsome value ina pecuniary 
sense, 

The defense was ably represented by Messrs. 
Smith P. Gault and S. M. Smith, and Col.Slay- 
back, counsel for Chambers, by his skillful 
management of his client’s cause, added 
much to his already brilliant reputation aia 
powerful jury lawyer.

Mr. WARNER, the Greenback Ohio Con-

On Sunday last the St. Louis Republican, 
with a full knowledge of the inaccuracy of 
its language, published the following edi- 


torial statement: 

Democratic conventions for the selection of 
delegates to the State Convention at Moberly 
were held in a large number of counties yes- 
terday. Results made known by our special 
telegrams up to midnight leave no room for 
doubt that the preference of the Democracy 
of Missouri for President is Samuel J. Tilden. 
In addition to those previously reported the 
delegatas from twenty-efght of the forty 
counties heard from upto midnight are set 
down for Mr. Tilden, while he is not without 
a strong support in the other counties. Mis- 
souriis forthe nominee of ’76. There will 
probably be no contention on this point in the 
State Convention. 

A glance at the result of the Moberly 
Convention will convince the public of the 
dishonesty and untruthfulness of this 
prophet. The convention was controlled 
from first to last by the opponents of Til- 
den; no resolutions indorsing him were 
even offered, and twenty-one of the thirty 
delegates to the National Convention are 
pledged to oppose him. We move to 
change the record: ‘Missouri is not for

MISSOURI AGAINST TILDEN. 

Twenty-one to nine (21 to 9) is the com- 
plexion of the anti-Tilden delegation chosen 
at Moberly. These simple figures tell their 
own tale. 

It was a great victory, indeed. Instead 
ot an instructed Tilden delegation, ‘Mis- 
souri sends a free, unpledged and unin- 
structed delegation, not less than two- 
thirds of which is pronounced against Mr. 
Tilden. 

We are so well satisfied with the result 
that we propose to let it speak for itself, 
and notcrow over it. Those who stand 
defeat without desponding can achieve 
victory without exulting. 

Of the four delegates at large three, Sen- 
ator Vest, ex-Governor Woodson and John 
O’Day, are positive Seymour and anti-Til- 
den men. 

Of the twenty-six district delegates Mr. 
Tilden has only seven or eight. Most of 
these are Tilden men with ifs and buts. 
That is, they have a kindly feeling for the 
ticket of 1876, and would like to see it 
put in the field again. But they like 
success still more to take any risks, 
and will not vote for. Mr. Tilden unless it 
appears at Cincinnati that he can unite the 
party and be elected. 

The Tilden delegates are so few that for 
all practical purposes the delegation will 
be harmonious and nearly, if not entirely, 
united at Cincinnati. 

According to the best information that 
could be obtained, the district delegates 
stand as follows: 

In the First and Second Congressional 
Districts (St. Louis) Messrs. Given Camp- 
bell, Harris, Francis and Pulitzer are pro- 
nounced against Tilden. 

In the Third District Mr. Dan Kerwin is 
against Tilden, and probably Mr. Carroll, 
too, though this is not certain. 

Messrs. Yancey and Walker, from the 
Fourth District, are both against Tilden. 

The Fifth District sends one Tilden man 
in Mr. Booth and one against him in Mr. 
Woodside. 

The Sixth District sends two positive 
anti-Tilden men—ex-Congressman Morgan 
and E. P. Lindsay. 

The Seventh District sends two Tilden 
men—John Cosgrove and W. B. Steele. 

The Eighth District sends two pronounc- 
ed anti-Tilden delegates—Dr. Mumford, of 
the Kansas City Zimes, and Wallace Pratt. 

The Ninth District sends two mild and 
qualified Tilden men with an if—that is, if 
it should appear certain at Cincinnati that 
Mr. Tilden can be elected—Gen. Craig of 
St. Joe and M. Riley. 

The Tenth District sends one mild Tilden 
man—J.B. Naylor, of the Brunswicker— 
and one pronounced anti-Tilden man—Dr, 
Dillon. 

The Eleventh District sends two anti- 
Tilden men—Messrs, Jackson and Nesbitt. 

The Twelfth District sends two qualified 
Tilden men—Messrs. McQuoid and Mar- 
shall, 

The Thirteenth District sends Nat. Dry- 
den and P. Ward—both anti-Tilden men. 

At least two-thirds of the delegation are 
against Mr. Tilden. As to the personal 
preferences of these two-thirds, Horatio 
Seymour undoubtedly leads. But should 
Seymour be out of question and Bill 
Morrison have a chance helcould easily ob- 
tain the solid vote of this State. Mr. Bay- 
ard, General Hancock and Senator Thur- 
man have cach a few strong friends in the 
delegation. 

The delegation may be put down for Sey- 
mour first, Morrison next, or the man 
who will win, whoever he may be. 


MISSOURI has had the reputation of pro- 
ducing some “bad men’’ in her day, but it 
has been along time since her borders con- 
tained a citizen as loose in his habits and as 
dangerous in his methods as Mr. Thomas O. 
Thurston, of Leavenworth, Kansas. Last 
winter Mr. Thurston had a misunderstanding 
with his associate in the publishing business, 
Mr. W, W. Embrey. ‘He shot and killed him, 
and a jury said that he did the proper thing. 
Since that time he has amused himself by 
loafing about the town and making it disa- 
greeable for people who chanced to incur his 


me 


ny, of the Times, on the street. He met him 
and fired two shots at him with a Colt’s re- 
volver. Both shots missed the intended vic- 
tim and lodged in the bodies of unoffending 
bystanders. Col. Anthony, who has enjoyed 
some peculiar experience in the matter of 
assassination and gun-shot wounds, stepped 
into a doorway when he found that he was 
being used as a target, and thereby saved his 
life. Thurston was spirited out of the city by 
the authorities to avoid the attention of a 
lynching party. One of his innocent victims 
is said to be mortally wounded. If the peo- 
ple of Kansas are as intelligent and enter- 
prising as they advertise themselves to be, 
they will avail themselves of this opportunity 
to dispense with Mr. Thurston’s society. 


MISs NEILSON, the actress, has delivered 
another of her poetical farewell speeches. At 
the close of her engagement at Booth’s Thea- 
ter, New York, last Monaay night, she ap- 
peared before the curtain and feelingly re- 


marked: 


I have come before you to say farewell. Part- 
ingis alwayssad. But when thé actress must | 
part with those who have been associated, as 
you have been, with her happiness, there 
should be a stronger word than sadness to ex- 
preas allthat she fcels. It seems to me that I 
am leaving not only friends, but happiness it- 
self; that the skies can never again be so brignt 
asthey have been to me here—nor flowers 
bloom, nor music sound any more. 


This is inexpressibly touching. And yet we 
are assured that Time is a great physician. 
The wounds inflicted upon the fair lady in 
tearing her away from a people so iiberal 
will be healed in time. The hundred thou- 
sand dollars picked up inthe United States 
this season will yet cause the skies to look 
bright in England and inItaly. The flowers 
will bloom at Richmond and smell as sweetly 
as of yore, and the merry voice of the actress 
will yet mingle with the dulcet strains of mu- 
sicin the Casino at Monaco. But we must 
congratulate the fair Adelaide on her success- 
ful paraphrase of the *‘How tedious and taste- 
less the hour’’? hymn made so familiar to us 
by Watt: 

‘*Sweet prospects, sweet birds and sweet flow-

Have ail lost their sweetness for me.’’

The Insurance Building Goes for Less* Than 
Cne-Half Its Original Cost. 


Purchased by Mr. Thomas Allen and 
Eastern Capitalists. 


The magnificent Insurance Building, on the 
northwest corner of Sixth and Locust, was 
sold by auction at 2 p. m. this afternoon, un- 
der the order of the Circuit Court’and bid in 
for $284,600 by Mr. R. C. Kerens for Mr. 
Thos. Allen and certain Eastern capitalists, 
‘The sale took place at the Insurance Building. 
A very large crowd was in ate 
tendance, and among those pres- 
ent were noticed the -Hon. Thos.

DREYER’S DELIVERANCE. 


The Ex-Cashier Acquitted After a Long and 
Tedious Trial. 


Termination of an Interesting Embezzle- 
ment Case in the Criminal Court. 


Interest in the case of Rudolph H. Dreyer, 
the alleged embezzler of some $60,000 from 
the Farmers’ and Traders’ Savings Institu- 
tion, was manifested by the presence of about 
two hundred people who thronged the Crim- 
inal Court and the corridors of the Four 
Courts building, this morning, and 


awaited the promulgation of thejury’s verdict. 
At a late hour last night able speeches were 
made by Hon. Charles P. Johnson and Circuit 
Attorney Normile. Then Judge Laughlin’s 
instructions, in which there was nothing re- 
markable, were given, and the jury was 
jocked in a room for the night. Promptly at 
10:30 this morning Dreyer and his attorneys, 
Johnson and Chandler, and the 
attorneys for the State, Circuit Attorney 
Normile and Mr. Weidner, appeared in court, 
and afew minntesthereafter Deputy Sheri 
John Hodnett escorted the iy to their 
seats. When asked ifthey h agreed on a 
verdict an affirmative reply was given, anda 
written verdict was handed to Deputy Crimi- 
val Clerk Lambert, who read that Dreyer had 
been found ‘‘not guiity.”? Instantly a smile 
overspread the countenance of Ae who 
arose and bowed, and then grasped Mr. John- 
son’s hand and _ thanke him for 
his efforts in the case. The jurors were 
then polled and discharged from _ service. 
The jurors were August Kamp, 
George L. Kleinschmidt, Swan 
John Rolfes, Frederick Roscher, é 
Weisert, Henry Lucke, Frank P. Martin, 
Rudolph H. Camien, Henry Fitkameier, Levi 
Meyer and the foreman, Julius Falke. They 
all were German. ete 

After receiving the congratuiations of sev- 
era! friends, Mr. Dreyer leftfor home. Other 
persons did not receive the verdict with such 
satisfaction ashe. Mr. IF’. W.Blanke, former- 
ly. a director of the bank for which 
Dreyer was the cashier, was one of these. 

Dreyer was before ajuryin April, 1879. 
All the evidence was heard, speeches were 
made by the attornevs, and then one of the 
jurors had an apoplectic fit, and a mistrial 
had to be entered on the docket. 

Mr. Charles P. Johnson was very happy 
over the result, as it was a signal victory for 
him, won after a long and well-contested fight.

FOREST PARK FISH-HATCHERY. 


The Fish Commissioner Resolves to 
— the Hatchery Given by the 
City. 

The Mayor this morning received the fol- 
lowing letter and enclosure, which explain 


themselves: 
THE F1isH COMMISSION OF MISSUURI, 
ST. LouIS, Mo., May 26, 188v, 
Hon. Henry Overstolz, Mayor of St. Louis: 

DEAk Str:—Enclosed I send a certified copy 
of aresolution passed on yesterday by the 
Fish Commission of Missouri. I leave St.Louis 
on Saturday, the 26th, for Europe, and have 
resigned my position as one of the Fish Com- 
missioners. @Therefore, if there should be fur- 
ther occasion for communication with the 
commission, you will address Hon. Silw 
Woodson, at St. Joseph, as he is now chair- 
man of the Commission. I am greatly dissap- 

ointed at the result of our deliberations. 

ut the physical facts are against us. We 
can’t make spring water run up hill without 
expensive pumping. 

The carp in the ponds in Forest Park will 
not be disturbed for the present, and I still 
hope the commission will avail itself of the 
city’s liberality and acceptall the Forest Park 
ponds as their permanent carp ponds.

The inclosure runs as follows: Ata special 
meeting of the Fish commission of Missouri, 
at room No. 27 of the Planters’ House, on the 
25th of May, 188), the foliowing preamble and 
resolutions were unanimously adopted. 

Whereas, Since the conditional location of 
the State Fish-hatchery at Forest Park, in the 
city of St. Louis, by resolution adopted by 
the Fish Commissson of Missouri at their last 
meeting, it has been demonstrated, by actual 
measurement, that the waters of Forest Park 
Spring cannot be utilized for the uses 
and purposes of a fish-hatchery, 
owing to its depressed location and the failure 
of the water in said springs torise and re- 
main standing at an elevation of nine feet and 
three inehes (orto a greater elevation than 
two or three feet above its present outlet), as 
the Fish Commissioners believed it would at 
the time of the conditional location 
of said hatchery, from the test 
made by the Park Commissioner and reported 
by him to the Fish Commission in his letter 
of the 26th of September, 1879. And where- 
as the Fish Commission regard it as unwise 
and improper to locate a State fish hatchery ata 
place where plenty of pure, cold spring wa- 
ter could not be obtained; therefore be it 

Resolved, That: the resolutionof the Fish 
Commission conditionally locating said hatch- 
ery in Forest ark be and 
the same is hereby rescinded, 
and that the chairman ofthe Fish Commis- 
sion transmit at once a copy of this resolution 
to the Mayor of St. Louis.
